NORTH BAY, Ont, June 2— 
(CP)—Dr. Allan Roy Dafoe of 
nearby Callander died in hospi- 
tal today nine years after he had 
gained international prominence 
by officiating at the birth of the 
Dionne quintuplets. He was 60 
years old. 

Dr. D. A. Campbell of North Bay, 
who attended Dr. Dafoe, said death 
was due to pneumonia. He added 
that Dr. Dafoe was brought here 
by. embulence-from Callander thts 
morning and died about 11 a.m, 
, just a few minutés after being ad- 
mitted to hospital. 

Dr. Dafoe, who had been in poor 
health for several months, returned 
to’his home Tuesday from a visit to 
Toronto and became acutely il! 
this morning. 


LOVED IN OISTRICT 

Known familiarly as the “Little 
Doc,” Dr. Dafoe was loved and re- 
spected throughout the Callander 
district for his kindliness and 
never-failing willingness to answer 
calls for medical assistance no mat- 
ia what discomfort it might cause

Naval surface forces poured 
shells into the harbor erea with- 
out effective opposition Sunday 
night, then returned late yester- 
day afternoon and shelled the 
barrcaks and battery er scor- 
ing hits. 

(Reports from France received in 
Madrid stated that Italy's Pantel- 
leria island had been virtually iso- 
lated by constant Allied air bom- 
bardment which was said to have 
cut off nayal traffic and to have 
made air communication extremely 
difficult. It was reported that even 
submarines had stopped visiting the 
island.) 

(An Italian communique broad- 
cast by the Rome radio said one 
destroyer of the naval formation 
which shelled Pantelleria yesterday 
was damaged heavily, but acknow- 
ledged that air raids have caused 
severe damage to buildings on the 
island. The communique also re- 
ported that Allied planes bombed 
the Naples area and localities in 
Sicily and Sardinia.)

Power to Make 


WASHINGTON, June 2—(AP) 
—The senate completed legista- 
tive action today on @ measure 
extending for two more years, 
without change, the president's 
authority to make reciprocal 
trade agreements with other 
countries. 

The legislation, passed by a vote 
of 59 to 23, which now goes to the 
White House for President Roose- 
velt’s approval, contains executive 
authority to adjust tariffs down- 
ward or upward 50 per cent in re- 
turn for reciprocal action by the 
country with which an agreement is 
made. 

Under the “most favored nation” 
clause similar advantages are ex- 
tended to countries which do not 
discriminate against American pro- 
duts. (Canada is among the coun- 
tries which have this trade agree- 
ment with the United States.) 

Earlier today, the senate defeat- 
ed 44-to-32 a proposal to amend the 
reciprocal legislation to provide for 
senate ratification of trade agree- 
ments.

“We, who since the beginning of 
the conflict have done all that was 
in our power to induce the belli- 
gerents to respect the laws of 
humanity in the aerial war, now 
believe it to be our duty to exhort 
them once more to observe these 
laws,” the radio quoted him as say- 
ing. 

SUFFERERS iN GENERAL 

Ia speaking of war sufferers in 
general, the Pontiff said, according 
to the Rome radio account: 

“Every word addressed by us to 
the competent authorities and every 
allusion made by us in public 
should be seriously considered in 
the interest of the victims so as not 
to render their situation—even un- 
intentionally—more serious and 
more insupportable.” 

In his discourse leading up to the 
exhortation for observance of the 
laws of humanity in the air war, the 
Pope was quoted as saying: 

“It is painful and deplorable to 
see that often during this war one 
sees. a moral judgment rendered 
on certain actions which are in 
discord with right and with the 
laws of humanity simply because 
the one responsible belongs to one 
or the other of the parties in con- 
flict, without taking. account as to 
whether these actions are or are 
not in conformity with the dictates 
of the Eternal Judge. 


HOPES FOR NEW WORLD 

“On the other hand, the progres- 
sive applications of the means of 
strife which make no distinction 
between military and non-military 
objectives and the ever-increasing 
violence of war, draw attention to 
the dangers inherent in the sad and 
inexorable relation between action 
and reprisals to the detriment not 
only of peoples and individuals but 
of the whole community of na- 
tions.” 

The holy father concluded his 
discourse, the broadcast said, by 
expressing the hope that there 
would be a new world in which all 
nations, cured of the wounds 
opened by violence, would advance 
in perfect harmony on the road to- 
ward better things.

called the “utter inadequacy” of 
provincial taxing powers to sup-

A member of a party of 43 
colonists who came to Edmonton 
under the leadership of the Rev. 
Mr. Morin on August 5, 1682, Ar- 
sene J. Marois died at the Gen- 
eral hospital Tuesday. He was 67 
years old. 

Mr. Marois was a boy of 16 
when he came to Edmonton on the 
way to settle at Morinville. Other 
members of the party were Mr. 
and Mrs. F. X. Dubuc, Real Page, 
Marius Grothe, Louis Morasse, J. 
O. Guy, Joseph Blanche, Francis 
Finistere and daughter M. Lamon- 
tagne, P. Maissoneuve, Soverin 
Gervais, Mrs. Pierre Quintal and 
family, Harmas Marois, Damase 
Normandeau, A. Vachon, J. O. 
Belanger, J. O. Coulombe and D. 
Lamoureux. 

The arrival of the party has been 
recorded in The Edmonton Bulle- 
tin's record of events of “SO Years 
Ago.” 

The pioneer, who was a native 
of Montreal, did not settle at Mor- 
inville, however, but homesteaded 
at Villeneuve for about eight 
years. 


IN GOLD RUSH 
Feeling that at the turn of the 
century, Alberta perhaps did not 
offer the opportunities for the ad- 
venture that he liked, Mr. Marois 
joined in the rush to the Yukon 
goldfields in 1900. While there he 
was taken seriously il] and was 
brought out by stage coach along 
the historic Yukon and Dawson 
trail and by later stages by boat 
to Vancouver. There he under- 
went an operation necessitating 
part of the removal of his stom- 
cah, an operation which was virtu- 
ally unheard of in those days. 
Twenty-eight years ago Mr. 
Marois returned to Edmonton, the 
scene of his first arrival in the 
west, to a city that had changed 
from a small town to @ thriving 
city. In his last years here he was 
able to see it grow to a city of 
100,000 and one of the most im- 
portant air centres of the world. 


IN BUSINESS 
When he returned to Edmonton 
Mr. Marois started up business for 


himself and was founder of the 
Yukonia Product drugs. 

To survive him he leaves his 
sister, Mrs. J. Morin. He was un- 
married. 

Funeral services will be held in 
the Immaculate Conception church 
with the Rev. Father Romeo 
Ketchen officiating.

Charlies de Gaulle and Wenri- 
Honore Giraud for wartime lead. 
ership of the French empire. 

The meeting of the committee, 
which will rule the empire until 
France itself is liberated, originally 
was scheduled for esday, but 
was postponed when an impasse 
developed between de Gaulle and 
Giraud. 

An apparent truce was arranged 
by Gen. Georges Catroux late yes- 
terday, but Peyrouton’s dispatch of 
letters of resignation to both Gen- 
eral de Gaulle and Giraud with 
each general acting independently 
forced further, indefinite postpone- 
ment of the meeting. Giraud’s fol- 
lowers were said to have been par- 
ticularly indignant over de Gaulle’s 
action. 

DE GAULLE ACCEPTS 

De Gaulle, who has been demand- 
ing Peyrouton’s ouster as a former 
Vichy collaborationist, was first to 
respond to the resignation letter. In 
a bid for political leadership of 
French Africa, he told Peyrouton 
to turn over his office to the secre- 
tary general of Algeria and to “con- 
sider yourself mobilized” as a cap- 
tain of colonial infantry in the 
Middle East. 

Giraud, on the other hand, urged 
Peyrouton to continue as governor 
general “provisionally” until the 
executive committee has completed 
its organization, Then, Giraud said, 

would place Peyrouton in ‘the

Sees Canada 4th 
Military Power

LONDON, June 2.—(CP) —Air 
Secretary Sir Archibald Sinclair 
yesterday told the House of Com- 
mons that Canada will emerge from 
the war the fourth strongest mili- 
tary power in the world. 

He made the statement in speak- 
ing for the government in a debate 
on past-war civil aviation, telling 
the house that the British govern- 
ment would pursue discussions 
with the Dominions but could not 
tell them what to do. He presum- 
ably referred to Britain, the United 
States and Russia as being the lead- 
ing military powers ahead of 
Canada. 

“We have put first in our work 
the importance of coming to an 
agreement with the Dominions,” 
Sir Archibald said of the govern- 
ment's civil aviation plans. “After 
the war we shall either be in a 
world dominated by the United 
States or the Soviet Union, or the 
centre of a great empire bound to- 
gether by air routes.”

An official publication throws a timely 
but not very cheering side-light on the 
food situation and outlook in the United 
States—and inferentially in Canada. 

In 1942 more than 12 per cent of the 
food raised for human consumption in the 
United States went gc} Bot tared and lend- 
lease purposes. In ese require- 
ments oie expected to take from 20 to 25 
per cent of the beef produced; 35 to 40 per 
cent of the pork; 25 to 30 per cent of the 
butter; 15 to 20 per cent of the cheese; 
40 to 45 per cent of the condensed and 
evaporated milk; 40 to 60 per cent of the 
lard; 20 to 25 per cent of the edible fats 
and oils; 50 to 60 per cent of the fruits and 
vegetables; 10 to 15 per cent of the wheat 
and 15 to 20 per cent of the rice. This 
would be about 25 per cent of the total 
food production for human consumption. 

In relation to food as to other things 
having a bearing on the war, Canada and 
the United States comprise in effect a 
single area. Scarcity on either side of the 
line must draw supplies from the other, 
and the level of sufficiency or insuffici- 
ency tend to become uniform. If 25 per 
cent of the food produced in the United 
States must go for military and lend-lease 

, Canada will have to help make 
up the deficiency. That is another reason 
why meat is rationed here—and why some 
more commodities may have to be added to 
the list before the summer is out. 

Whoever this year produces something 
people can eat will be doing a service to 
the country, to the cause of human free- 
dom—and also to himself. 


Tojo’s Ships Weren’t There 


Extinction of the Japanese garrison on 
Attu is the first step toward the recovery 
of United States territory from the Tokyo 
gangsters. Outside New Guinea and 
Guadalcanal it is also the first territory of 
any of the United Nations to be regained 
in the Pacific. And tiny as the island is, 
only in Africa have Axis forces been 
driven out of any other area in any other 
theatre.. Attu may therefore be regarded 
as a symbol of the turn of the tide of war. 

And as a symbol it is the more mean- 
ingful because the enemy did not even 
attempt a major effort to hold the island. 
Tokyo radio long ago informed its gullible 
listeners that the American fleet had been 
destroyed, and the broadcasters have been 
re-sinking units of that fleet ever since. 
But the significant fact is that Japan's 
battle fleet did not venture into the Attu 
waters to save the garrison there from 
destruction. 

The radio men should explain to their 
trustful hearers why the big warships did 
not dare to challenge the ghosts of their 
supposedly vanished antagonists. The rea- 
son of course is that the Tokyo radio has 
been lying all through the piece. The proof 
that Tojo knows the United States fleet to 
still be in being and ready for business is 
that he kept his ships in home waters 
rather than send them to rescue the island 
garrison at the risk of bringing on a gen- 
eral sea battle. 

The events in Attu thus demonstrate 
that the Japanese fleet is not at all anxious 
to try its luck in a show-down fight. Per- 
haps Yamamoto the boaster knew when 
to die.

They 
may not be of much use immediately, for 
they have been long out of service and will 
need an overhaul. But this removes any 
chance that they may fall into the hands 
of the Axis. The squadron includes a bat- 
tleship and seven lighter craft, and will 
eventually be a worth while addition to the 
Allied sea power. 

As the Dakar warships are already in 
United States ports and the main body of 
the French fleet was scuttled at Marseilles, 
this ends the threat that a considerable 
number of French ships might be turned 
over by Laval on demand of Hitler—which 
demand he was entitled to make under the 
terms of the armistice. The elimination of 
that threat is a victory won for the Allies 
by diplomacy. It has probably saved us 
the loss of some warships and freighters 
and the lives of many seamen. 


Mr. Attlee, Britain's deputy prime min- 
ister, says Germany, Italy and occupied 
Europe will be bombed until final victory is 
won, “despite any pleas from enemy or 
neutral sources for a truce to air war.” 
This confirms rumors that attempts have 
been made, through neutral states, to get 
the Allies to ground their bombers. It 
also makes clear that these and similar 


attempts will get no attention. Th 
it should be. mae

Now I am quite sure that Mr. 
Churchill and President Roosevel! 
are as completely aware as anyone 
else that whatever movement {s 
going to save the world must orig- 


inate and gather momentum before 
the war ends and we emerge into 
that emotional hangover which al- 
ways seems to accompany the 
cessation of exhausting hostilities. 

But the reason thete gentlemen 
are lukewarm is that most of the

That is why Messrs. Churchill and 
Roosevelt are disinclined to wax too 
enthusiastic about it.

Organization Failed Badly 
To Function in War on 
Russia 
BY DOROTHY THOMPSON 
As we have seen, the evolution of 

the Comintern dates from the com- 

ing to power of Stalin, when it be- 
came solely an instrument to avert 
successful war against Russia. 
Stalin's theory was that capitalist- 
imperialist coun- 
tries in combin- 
ation would at- 

tack Russia. . 
He believed 

that Munich was

all countries. It Dorothy

“capitalist alliance,” even by sign- 
ing a “pact of friendship” with Hit- 
ler. In this case Stalin behaved as 
any shrewd nationalist leader would 
behave, but not as the leader of the 
Comintern could be expected to be- 
have. The various Communist part- 
ies in backing this move revealed 
themselves as exclusively concern- 
ed with the welfare of the Soviet 
Union, even at the sacrifice of every 
revolutionary principle of their own 
countries. 


“Phony War” 

But history did not develop, 
either according to the pattern of 
Trotsky or Stalin. It burst all pre- 
conceived theories. 

During the first eight months of 
the war Stalin suspected a “phony 
war.” The Russians had the same 
concept as Hitler, that with the 
collapse of France, Britain would 


make a dea) with Germany. So, dur- 
ing this period, American Commun- 
ists were attempting to keep this 
country disarmed and out of the 
war. 

Hess flew to England with the ob- 
ject of winning British collaboration 
for war against Russia. The specu- 
lation of Stalin, as well as of Hit- 
ler, was that Britain would act in 
the interests of the “ruling class”, 
and not according to larger national 
interests. Both were wrong. 

But by this, the concept of the 
Comintern was also proved wrong, 
for the Comintern had accepted this 
split between “Liberals” and “Tor- 
jes” and had tried to exploit it. 
But the common British National 
interests prevailed. 

Misestimating Britain, no less 
than Stalin misestimated her, and 
too late to change his plans. Hitler 
attacked Russia and a “Tory” prime 
minister immediately accepted an 
alliance with Russia. 

History will prove that this was 
the doom of Hitler. But it was also 
the doom of the Comintern. 


Plan Failed 


For with the attack on Russia, 
nothing happened as the Comintern 
had planned. The strongest Com- 
munist party in Europe had been 
the German. But German workers 
did not arise to protect the Soviet 
Union, nor did they desert in masses 
on the Russian front. 

In China, which has the strongest 
Communist party of any country, 
the Communists fought Japan, but 
so did Chiang Kai-Shek. In fact the 
history of this war has demonstrat- 
}ed that the defense of the Soviet 
| union does not depend upon Com- 
munist parties in other countries, 
but upon the arrangements that the 
Soviet Union is able to make wiih 
other governments. 


At the beginning of this war, 
Stalin had the choice of waging a 
nationalist war or a class war. In 
no appéal to the Russian people 
has Stalin ever denied the non- 
capitalist structure of the country. 
But he has stressed the national 
interests of the Russian people 
against a foreign invader, He found 
in a showdown that Mother Russia 
was a better slogan than Father 


Well, why then did he not dissolve 
the Comintern at the beginning of 
his par? 

No doubt he waited to see 
whether the German proletariat 
would not rise and make a fevolu- 
tion. 

Also, he remained suspicious of 
the western countries. Would they 
really fight, or would they hope 
that Germany and Russia should 
exhaust each other, and then come 
in, either as sole victors, or even 
make a deal with Naziism purged 
of Hitler?

Swedish King Is Influential

cultures but to borrow freely from 
them. 

If we want to end war, we will so 
revise the world educational sys- 
tem, by mutual agreement, that 
young men and women will learn 
to develop ‘character rather than 
the knack of manipulating stocks. 

If we desire to outlaw fighting, 
we will initiate a cheap system of 
travel so that the common people 
will be able to go abroad and ac- 
quire a new respect for the ways 
and habits of their neighbors. 

If we want to breed a spirit of 
mutual trust, we will saturate our 
young people in the honest history 
of all countries so that they will un- 
derstand that no nation has a mon- 
opoly on intelligence’ and heroism. 

The historians have been the 
greatest liars among all our liter- 
ary men. The partisan writing of 
history is one of the greatest crimes 
against civilization, It must be 
ended.

NEW YORK, June 2.—Aptly named Reuben Melfon has 
a gait that can only come from walking in the furrow freshly 
turned by the plow, and he’s as heavy in’ thé draught as the 
horse which pulls the blade on his native North Carolina 
farm land. * 


It’s not that Reuben Franklin 
Melton isn't trying to run rapjgly. 
He experiences difficulty co- 
ordinating the 205 pounds spread 
over his tremendous six-foot five- 
inch frame. The pitcher really 
works at it, but the speed is all 
in his mighty right arm. it is 
wasted when it gets to the valises 
that are his feet. 

Melton has no more temperament 
than a Golden Guernsey. His 
pitches, deliberately or from habit, 
are interspersed with long pauses. 
Each movement is distinct. He 
kicks his cleats on the rubber, digs 
in the dirt in front of it, picks up 
the resin bag, throws it down, rubs/| 
the ball, gets the signal. Finally 
the pitch, and what a pitch. 


OUTSTANDING SPEED 

For sheer throwing, no pitcher 
has it on Melton. He is stréng in 
general equipment. His hard one 
may be just a trifle shy of the hard- 
est, his curve perhaps a trifle shy 
of the sharpest breaking, but few 
pitchers have come closer to ex- 
celling in both departments. He 
really has a quick downer. 


Melton is a ringer for Flint Rhem

portant war theatre.” 


DIVERSION SCHEME 


There is no earthly reason to 
suppose that the Guadalcanal 
|offensive had affy appreciable 
effect on the Japanese plan of op- 
erations. There was no reason to 
suppose that everything the Jap- 
anese did there, every ship and 
man and plane they lost there, 
was not willingly, gladly, and in- 
solently expended in furthering the 
main strategic objective of the Jap- 
anese in the Pacific: the reflecting 
of American strength away from 
the decisive European theatre. 

Here, .then, is the lesson of 
Guadalcanal, and, as 1 have said 
before, it is exactly the same as

jective. 
WILD-GOOSE CHASE 
. Now Guadalcanal — the great 
commando faid of the Pacific— 
was a strategic wild-goose chase 
from the start, simply because 
whatever force we sent out, and 
no matter how bravely or skillfully 
we used what we sent in a tactical 
sense, the Japs could always, by 
reason of their more favorable dis- 
position of forces in the Pacific 
area, tip the balance against us in 
a strategic sense. And this would 
still be true even if, after taking 
Guadalcanal, we went on to take 
Rabaul and from there continued 
our expensive “island hopping” 
straight through the Southwest 
Pacific. 

For strategy means depth, forces 
within the theatre, available for im- 
mediate employment at the critical 
point at the critical time. Strategy 
is interested in only one thing—the 
determination of the direction 
which will make the main effort 
decisive. And by the same token, 
strategy is only interested in ag 
ebjective which will prove, when 
achieved, to have been decisive. 
Strategy does not expend its tac- 
tical capital on accessories of vic- 
tory like the taking of Guadalcanal, 
which are bound to fall of their 
ewn weight, when the mass of the 
enemy has been defeated. 


NO STRATEGIC VALUE 


At Guadalcanal, the same strate- 
gical lesson was taught as at 
Manila or Singapore or Burma, 
Rangoon or Java, to wit: it is im- 
possible to win an all-out strategic 
victory without effective strength 
in the theatre of operations. 

It may be possible at ruinous| 
cost to take terrain from the| 
enemy, as Guadalcanal was taken. | 
It may be possible at ruinous cost| 
to hold for a while terrain already 
occupied, as Singapore and Manila} 
were held. But in the end you will} 
suffer a strategic failure. Because |

Trustees Are Unanimous 
Decision Lease Building 


For Use of War Services 


Closing of the Edmonton Technical School as from June 
30 and the turning over of its facilities to the War Emerg- 
ency Training Services for the duration of the war and at 
least six months after hostilities cease, was approved by 
members of the Edmonton School Board at a meeting held 


in the Civic Block Tuesday night. 


In the chair was M. M. 


Downey. Part time use of the building and equipment has 
already been made by the training services. 


Outlines Plans 


M. M. Downey, chairman of the 
Edmonton School Board who told 
members at a meeting Tuesday 
night in the Civic Block that the 
board had in mind a much larger 
and better technical school for 
Edmonton immediately after the 
war. Although stating he was 
speaking personally only, Mr. 
Downey said that the change 
from a poor to a new building 
must take place immediately 
after the war. His statement came 
when board members decided to 
close the Edmonton Techincal 
school and turn it over to the 
War Emergency Training 
Services June 3. 


Submits Plan 


R. L. Sutherland, chairman of the 
finance committee of the Edmon- 
ton Schoo! Board who submitted 
the recommendation that the Ed- 
monton Technical school be 
closed as such and turned over to 
the War Emergency Training 
Services for instruction of army 
trainees for the duration of the 
war and for a period of at least 
six months after hostilities cease. 
Mr. Sutherland stated that a seri- 
ous decrease in enrolment and an 
increase in. the per-pupil cost 
justified the discontinuance of 
the schoo! for the time being.

11 Horses, Cow

Two-Alarm Fire 


Eleven horses and a cow were 
burned to death in a two-alarm 
fire which destroyed the barn of 
Canadian 4-X Bakeries, 112 street 
and 103 avenue, Tuesday night. 
Also destroyed in the blaze caus- 
ing @ loss of thousands of dollars 
were 12 tons of hay, 250 bushels 
of oats, 12 sets of harness. The 
interior of the building, @ partial 
brick and metal structure, was a 
total loss, 

The fire was first noticed by two 
bakers at work, when they smelled 
smoke. They were F. Westgate 
and Frank Hrochuk, who opened 
the door of the barn to find it in 
ffames. They notified Miss Betty 
Gilmore,.an office employee of the 
company, who turned in an alarm, 

Wesgate and Hrochuk stated they 
had opened the door of the barn in 
an effort to release the horses and 
the cow inside, but the flames had 
got such a hold, they could not enter 
the place. D. McLennan, shop fore- 
man, told authorities he believed 
there to be 11 or 12 horses in the 
building. About 2:30 a.m. Wednes- 
day Jay Hefflick, barn boss, who 
could not be located at his home at 
10326 112 street, at the outbreak of 
the fire, was interviewed and stated 
there were only 11 horses and a 
cow in the barn. 


OID NOT SPREAD 

The barn, 24 by 50 feet, was lo- 
cated about 20 feet north and east 
of the rear of the bakery. The fire 
was confined to it. 

Cecil A. Blair, 10997 123 street, 
manager of Canadian Bakeries, was 
ill at his home. 

D. McLennan, shop foreman, 
stated the loss was covered by in- 
surance, and while property dam- 
age was unestimated, the average 
cost of the destroyed horses ran 
about $100 a head, he said.

Hitchen

Bere's down-to-earth food news— 
you can find many wild greens that 
are good to eat in fields, vacant lots, 
along roadsides, in streams and in 
woods. Call them weeds, if you 
want. But such wildgreens as dan- 
delions, plantain, wild chicory, etc., 
make tender salads and also can be 
cooked as vegetables. They are rich 
in vitamine and minerals and of 
course ar? free as the open spaces 
where they grow. 

Know your greens before you eat 
them. Don't serve any wild greens 
unless you know they are safe. Ask 
the Department ef Agriculture or 
your local state college of agri- 
culture to identify it if you are not 
certain. 

Cook greens as soon as possible 
after gathering. Pick over care- 
fully, discard wilted parts and 
trim off roots. Wash thoroughly in 
several waters. But don’t soak them 
in water. Cook in very little salted 
water for a brief time only. 

You get more vitamins when you 
serve wild greens raw in salads. Try 
combining shredded young dande- 
lion greens, an onion finely chop- 
ped, a few radishes sliced thin, and 
French dressing. 

Dandelion—For the  tenderest 
greens, cut leaves before the yellow 
blossom comes. Cut the tooth-edged 
leaves at the root crown. 

Lamb's Quarters—Wild spinach is 
another name. Some co: the 
flavor more delicate than that of 
garden spinach. Goosefoot is still 
another name, because of the jag- 
ged shape of the leaf. You will 
find this silvery green weed “at 
home” in rich garden patches or in 
potato fields. 

Plantain—This familiar heavy- 
leafed weed hugs the ground al- 
most as close as the dandelion and 
must be dug up in the same way. 
Pick only young, tender leaves. 
Crisped and they made 
good combiners for salads. 

Wild chicory — For eating pur- 


poses, hunt the wild chicory long

“Weak” brings up a certain kind of 
a picture, “strong” brings up an 
entirely different picture, which is 
the direct opposite. 

The memory part of the mind or 

the unconscious phase, can think 
only with whatever material it has 
been given duriing past experience. 
The more you dwell upon unpleas- 
ant pictures the stronger you make 
the tendency to express unpleas- 
antness. Moreover the more you 
dwell upon the pleasant pictures 
through using words which call 
them forth, the stronger you make 
the tendency to express pleasant- 
ness. 
The sum total of your mental 
powers depends largely upon the 
kind of pictures you evoke most 
frequently. The common sense thing 
to do is to be careful to use good 
words with which to direct the 
mental prorcesses along the line of 
wholesome talking pictures. Culti- 
vate those words which call to mind 
pictures of yourself as being strong 
and healthy. Build yourself a 
wealth of good mental talkies which 
will help you to express that state 
which we call health. 

Learn to dwell upon, again and 
again, such words as health, vigor, 
strength, power, and so on. Vitality 
is a good word to think about. These 
constructive words will have a great 
deal of power over you. 

Many a man has talked himself 
into sickness and failure when it 
would have been just as easy to 
talk himself into success and health. 
All the men and women who have 
been outstanding successes have 
known how to talk to themselves. 
Perhaps they did not understand 
the process but it worked for them 
just the same without their under- 
standing it. Through happy acci- 
dent, they formed the habit of us- 
ing positive words calling forth 
positive pictures and these words 
worked a kind of magie for them 
which made them confident and 
serene.

When a child grows and thrives 
and is healthy, comfortable and 
active on the diet given her, then 
one cannot consider the lack of a 
daily bowel movement to be any- 
thing of great significance. 

1 know the idea of a daily move- 
ment is so ingrained as to be al- 
most impossible of eradication. But, 
it ought to be pretty obvious that 
if the child has all the proper foods, 
plenty of roughage to stimulate 
bowel activity and is and always 
has been “constipated” in the sense 
of no “daily” movement, it must be 
a personal habit. 

Even dabies differ greatly in the 
number of bowel movements daily, 
and some perfectly well babies reg- 
ularly go 48 or even 72 hours with- 
out a movement and then show no 
indication of a constipated stool. 

This, of course, is a nursing baby, 
for bottle babies can have their 
formulas so adjusted that eventu- 
ally there will be a bowel movement 
daily. 

Mrs. A.R. says, “We have had 
trouble with our daughter since she 
was born, She eats well but we 
have always had to give her some- 
thing to force a bowel movement. 

“No matter how much we do for 
this—and how it takes so much to 
result in an elimination—she never 
has a normal movement without it. 
This has me quite worried. In 
every other way she is very healthy. 
She is 15 months old, weighs 26 
pounds and is sturdy. We give her 
raw and cooked fruits and plenty 
of water. Will you please give us 
your advice? I wrote you before and 
hope this time my letter will be 
published.” 

I feel sorry when I hear that any- 
thing has gone wrong with a letter. 
I suppose one must expect this 
when one gets thousands weekly.

WAR WORK. 
Edmontonians who would like to 
view an interesting and complete 
example of the war work accomp- 
lished by the chapters of the 
‘ 1.0.D.E. across Canada are invited 
( to vslit the attractive display com- 
i piled by the chapters of Edmonton 
and District and ‘now on display in 
the rotunda of the Macdonald 
hotel. 
i The display tells in short form 
j what the order is doing in the way 
of war work. 
Highly important are the articles 
i Of clothing and gifts for bombed 
j civilians, made and sent to the 
British Isles. On display one can 
eee the children’s clothing, sweat- 
ers, skirts, underwear and even 
shoes and boots which are very 
important. Most of the clothing is 
made but some is purchased such 
as the shoes which are obtained 
in the East at a reduced cost. Quilts 
and blankets: make up a large part 
of the overseas shipments for civ- 
flians. During the year 506,402 ar- 
ticles valued at $248,514.09 have 
been shipped to relief organiza: 
tions. 

Human interest is centred in the 
tiny cloth toys and nursery bags 
made and sent to bombed England. 
The toys on display include tiny 
calico dogs and animals made. by 
hand of scraps from the rag bag. 
Two smart’ knitted dolls are ex- 
amples of the ingenuity of the 
makers who have combined color- 
ful scraps and materials with old 
knitted socks to make the cuddli- 
est doll a child could ever desire. 

The nursery ‘bags’ are complete 
with personal items such as towels, 
combs, soap, pencils, ‘papers, darn- 
ing wool, shoe laces, tooth paste, 
pins and bobby pins, thread and 
needies . .. all those little items 
which are so important and for the 
English people so hard to purchase. 


SERVICE MEN 


Comforts for service men is one 
of the important parts of the war 
work done by the 1.0.D.E. On dis- 
play can be seen the knitted work 
done for the Navy, Army ‘and ‘Air 
Force including sweaters, caps, 
gloves, scarves and socks. 

During the year besides the 17,- 
948 ditty bags packed by the order 
and valued at $75,534.46 the 1.0.D.E. 
has contributed $11,872.37 to the 
Navy League fund and its members 
have completed 19,486 comforts -to 
the League. 

A total of 23,785 articles of knit- 
ted wear and clothing have been 
sent to British organizations con- 
cerned with the welfare of seamen 
there. On display are examples of 
the knitted work done for these or- 
ganizations. 

Matchless in value are the fur 
and leather jackets which the 
order has been making. These 
jackets are made from donations 
made by furriers and by members 
of the LO.D.E. During the year 
2.202 fur jerkins have been made 
while 4,703 leather jackets have 
been completed. 

For the comfort of the merchant 
‘seamen the order is making heavy 
string mitts. More than 2,085 pairs

Besides their work for 
civilians and the armed services, 
the chapters have maintained can- 
teens and hospitality houses in 
several districts, have provided 
clothing, comforts and personal 
necessities, cigarettes and books, to 
the British Red Cross for prisoners 
of war, have made cash and cloth- 
ing contributions to the Polish re- 
lief, have given financial assistance 
in certain cases of British women 
evacuees stranded in Canada due 
to finance regulations, and, last, but 
not least, have raised thousands of 
dollars in war savings, having sold 
more than $27,000 worth. 


CAMP BOOKS 


Many of the newest books, novels 
and non-fiction, along with new 
additions of the old standby fav- 
orites of all men are among the 
books provided by the 1L0.D.E. to 
army, navy and airiorce cams in 
Canada. On display in the Mac- 
donald hotel is a typical camp lib- 
rary which the order sends for rec- 
Feational reading all over Canada. 

There, interested spectators can 
see just what the 1.0.D.E. is doing 
in this respect. Among the books 
are such as “Alaska Under Arms” 
by Patter; “All This And Heaven 
Too” in a new edition complete 
with pictures from the moving pic- 
ture of the same tame. Philip 
Gibb’s “The Long Alert,” and the 
“Pied Piper” are other examples. 

Besides the many thousands of 
books and magazines provided -for 
the pleasure of the armed forces 
tlie’ order provides small games, 
puzzles, playing cards, gramophones 
and records in great quantities.

BASIS FOR SUBSIDY 

It will represent the amount by 
which the laid-down cost at dis- 
tributing point, at carload rate. ex- 
ceeds the lawful wholesale ceiling 
for Canada No. 1 grade potatoes, of 
any variety other than Netted Gem, 
at that point. 

The subsidy wil! not be paid on 
imported new potatoes purchased 
at a price in excess of $2.50 
United States currency, f.b.0. the 
foreign supplier's shipping point, * 
but this restriction will not apply 
to shipments for which a firm 
order has been placed by the 
importer between May 3 and June 
2 
In the case of the Canadian-grown 

product, a domestic subsidy will be 
paid to any person who buys new 
potatoes direct from a primary pro- 
ducer or his agent for resale, pro- 
vided the purchase price does not 
exceed the following levels: 


When shipped on or before July 
31, $3.75 per 100 pounds f.0.b. orig- 
inal shipping point: when shipped 
Aug. 1 to Aug. 15, $3.50 per 100 
pounds; when shipped Aug. 16 to 
Aug. 31, $3 per 100 pounds. 
DOMESTIC SUBSIDY 

The domestic subsidy paid through 
the wholesaler will be the differ- 
ence between his laid-down cost in 
carload lots at his distributing poiut 
and the lawful wholesale ceiling 
for new potatoes at that point. 

When a retailer buys from a 
primary producer, the subsidy will 
represent the difference between 
his laid-down cost at his distribut- 
ing point and the lawful wholesale 
ceiling in less than car lots at that 
point. 

The order specifies that !aid- 
down cost is to include the actual 
cost of transporting the new po- 
tatoes from the original shipping 
point in Canada to the whole- 
saler’s or retailer's distributing 
point by common carrier, but is 
mot to include express charges. 

Transportation charges will not 
be recognized for potatoes grown | 
within 15 miles of the consuming 
centre, and the minimum quantity 
of new potatoes on which subsidy 
will be paid is 75 pounds. 

The board said it had taken ac- 
tion because of the current acute 
shortage of potatoes which was not 
likely to be relieved until this year's 
crop was harvested. 

The new potatoes will be under 
the same ceiling as Canada No. 1 
grade of old potatoes.
